Denver, Jan. 31.— Consolidation of 
the National Livestock association and 
the American Stock Growers’ associa­ 
tion was effected here during the clay 
by the annual conventions of the two 
organizations. 
The American Nation­ 
al Livestock association is the name 
adopted for the 
amalgamated body, 
which represents 20,000 stock growers, 
and Murdo 
Mackenzie of 
Trinidad, 
Colo., was unanimously elected presi­ 
dent of the new association on a ris­ 
ing vote in joint 
convention of the 
delegates of the two old associations. 
Mr. Mackenzie has been president of 
the American Stock Growers’ associa­

king, Frederick V H I., now reigns over 
Denmark. 
His 
accession has 
been 
hailed 
with all appropriate 
enthu­ 
siasm and ceremony, but sorrow for 
the death of Christian IX . is the pre­ 
dominant sentiment. 
The overwhelm­ 
ing grief of the immediate members of 
this remarkable, united family is re­ 
flected in only a slightly lesser degree 
in every home in Copenhagen from the 
richest to the poorest and only words 
of kindness are heard when the dead 
monarch 
is spoken 
of. 
Throughout 
the earlier part of the day the lugub­ 
rious tolling of bells, the booming of 
minute guns, the universal signs of 
mourning and the stagnation of busi­ 
ness even amid the strangely contrast­ 
ing acclaim s for the new king, told 
strongly of tho deep 
feeling of the 
people of Denmark for the head of the 
nation whose remarkable carcer had 
ended so suddenly. 
In a chamber of the Amalienborg 
palace the body of the king lies in the 
modest bed in which he breathed his 
last. 
The door 
of the 
chamber is 
guarded by the king’s adjutants as a 
guard of honor. 
A coverlet of simple 
crochet work made by Christian’s be­ 
loved queen, Louise, 
is spread over 
the remains, which are placed amid 
the simplest surroundings. 
The dead 
monarch’s features are unchanged and 
are composed as 
if in a sleep other 
than that of death. 


Simple Funeral Services. 


Following 
the 
wishes 
of 
King 
Christian, 
the 
funeral will

at­ 
tended with 
little ceremonial. 
The 
body, which will be placed in a coffin 
during the clay, w ill not actually lie in 
state, but prior to the entombment,

the chiefs of state.

peared on the balcony of the palace 
and announced to the 50,000 persons 
assembled below the 
death of King 
Christian IX. and the accession of his 
eldest son.

mark joined the prem ier on the bal­ 
cony and in a short speech declared 
that he would rule In accordance with 
the example set him by his father and 
trusted that the same accord between 
the king and the nation would con­ 
tinue as heretofore. 
His majesty con 
eluded with calling for cheers for the 
fatherland.

About Forty Bills Disposed of by That 
Body. 


Washington, Jan. 
31.— The senate 
during the 
day passed about 
forty 
bills, many of them of considerable im­ 
portance. 
The list included a num­ 
ber of measures 
for lighthouses, fog 
signals, revenue 
cutter vessels and 
public buildings and also the bill pro­ 
viding for 
tilt4 reorganization 
of the 
consular service, which passed prac­ 
tically without discussion. 
It makes 
many changes in the service, among 
which arc the folhving: 
It provides for the classification of 
consul officers in 
grades; gives the 
president authority to transfer officers 
from one station to another; provides 
an inspection 
service with 
five in­ 
spectors who are to 
rank as consul 
generals; requires that clerks at con­ 
sulates shall be American; prohibits 
consuls from engaging in law business 
and requires that all 
consular fees 
shall be accounted for. 
The shipping 
b ill was under 
con­ 
sideration for a time. 
It was amended 
so as to relieve it from constitutional 
objection and Mr. Lodge d e l i v e r e d a 
speech in support of the b i l l in which 
he gave the details of a combination 
of the owners of foreign sailing ves­ 
sels for the purpose of controlling the 
freight rate on grain shipments from 
the United States. 
There also was a 
discussion of the bills m aking com­ 
mon carriers liable for Injuries to em­ 
ployes, which arose over the question 
of their reference to committees. Some 
of the senators 
intimated that the 
committees were anxious to avoid the

“After all,” she said, “it is guesswork, 
tills talk about the excessive heat of 
the sun. 
You can't prove any of yoni 
claims.” 
Ile was disgusted. 
“ I can’t?” lie cried. 
“Why, it is flit 
easiest thing in the world to prove that 
the sun is hot enough to melt iron, 
granite, the hardest substances known 
Into liqmd. into steam.” 
“How would you make such a proof?” 
s h e asked incredulously. 
“With the burning glass.” said he 
“A burning glass is slightly rounded. 
Thus it bends into a focus it coneen 
trates upon one small point—a numbet 
of sun rays. 
The tiniest burning glass 
catching only a few rays, will light a 
fire, set off a gun or bore a rod hole In 
your hand.” 
“ Yes.” 
“The solar heat which the burning 
glass collects f o r us is the tiniest frne 
Hon of the s u n ’s actual heat. 
We can 
prove this by focusing with our glass 
rays from a powerful lamp or it groat 
fire. 
We get a small, bright spot, a lit 
tie heat, but this heat 
i s nothing to 
compare with the heat of the lamp it 
self. 
“So. knowing, now, that the solnt 
heat which the burning glass gives to 
us is but :i fraction of tile heat of tho 
sun. we take a burning glass ti yard In 
diameter such glasses have been made 
for the s o le purpose of convincing s h o p 
thai 
p e r s o n s Uke yourself and thl> 
glass concentrates many hundreds of 
sen rays for us. and it give-; u< a heat 
greater than we eau obtain in any fur 
narc, a heat that will melt rock into 
vapor.”

“The 
burning glass will only collect a tiny 
portion of a burning object’s heat, an 
the tiny portion of the sun’s heat that 
it gives us Is yet sufficient to change in 
ii jiffy a block of granite into a puff of 
steam.”

The que-dion of reforesting waste 
mountain land in Wayne county. Pa., 
has been investigated by the forest 
service of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture in connection with 
the preparation of a planting plan for 
lands controlled by Richard Knight of 
Middletown, N. Y 
The plan recommends the planting of 
commercially valuable trees on I.•'»<><> 
acres 
of 
denuded 
laud. 
Whatever 
young growth Is at present occupying 
the ground will be favored where It 
will not detract from the value of the 
future stand. There Is a second growth 
forest of 700 acres adjacent to the land 
to be planted, and the recommenda­ 
tions will include directions for the 
right management of this forest, as 
well as measures to protect the whole 
property from fire. 
The principal trees suitable for plant­ 
ing In this locality are chestnut, Euro­ 
pean larch, red pine and red oak. 
Black locust lias many desirable qual­ 
ities, but its susceptibility to Insect 
damage makes its use on a large scale 
somewhat hazardous, so that it will 
be planted only to a limited extent. 
The growth of all these species 
fairly rapid, so that they may be 
ported to make a substantial 
from thirty to forty years.

lion our gauntlets; then in descending 
tin* long slope toward our bivouac the 
scores of the foe are gradually multi­ 
plied to hundreds, the hundreds to 
thousands, the thousands to myriads, 
till we are at length enveloped in a 
dense cloud of winged 
fiends.

pecially true of the better classes of 
material. 
The coal mining companies 
require enormous quantities of timber 
annually, and to obtain the amount 
needed they are forced to accept woods 
which are of small value. 
In many 
eases, however, the use of strong, dura­ 
ble timber is imperative, and to supply 
this demand large quantities must be 
Imported, principally from the southern 
states. 
The second growth hardwood forests 
which in many places have replaced 
the original stands are an Illustration i 
of what would have been general had 
the cut over lands been protected from j 
fin*. 
The absence of protection, how- ' 
ever, has resulted In large areas of 
brush 
land, absolutely worthless in 
their present condition. 
This waste 
land, if forested, is capable of fully 
supplying the local market, and it is 
undoubted that large* areas will be 
planted to forests in the near future.

St. Petersburg, 
Jan. 31.—Alarmed 
by the stern and vigorous campaign 
waged by the troops under General 
Allkhanoff, 
the 
inhabitants of 
the 
Caucasus are abandoning the revolu­ 
tionary cause. 
They are coming in by 
thousands to m ake submission and are 
giving 
the most abject 
promises of 
good conduct in the future. 
The cam ­ 
paign against the active Insurgents in 
the mountains has thereby been much 
facilitated. 
In many oases the inhabi­ 
tants have seized and delivered up the 
ringleaders of the insurrection. 
In a telegram to the emperor, Count 
von Corontzoff-J)ashkofT, viceroy of the 
Caucasus, says General Allkhanoff re­ 
ceived one deputation of 8,000 persons, 
representing twelve communes, near 
Kwirili. 
The deputation, which was 
headed 
by nobles 
and 
clergymen, 
promised to stop tho disorders, to re­ 
turn all property anil arms seized and 
to pay all arrears of rents and taxes 
lf the general would refrain from pun­ 
ishing their people. 
Another deputation brought in the 
participants 
in the 
attack 
nu 
the 
troops at Tenglra hound with ropes. 
These participants will be executed. 
In the district of 
Osurgeti, however, 
the viceroy says 
almost the entire 
population 
rem ains 
obdurate. 
One- 
half of the people have 
fled to 
the 
mountains and others are roaming the 
country, ravaging 
it 
and 
burning 
houses.

There is tho strongest evidence that 
tho two women, Mrs. Sanches and a 
young schoolteacher, were criminally 
assaulted, murdered 
and the

They admitted hav­ 
ing seen the fire, but 
could not ac­ 
count for having left the women an i 
children upstairs In the house.

Consumer Through Medium 


Of Supply Houses 


Som e tim e ago there was considerable 
discussion at one of tho m eetings of the 
Com m ercial C lu b regarding the havoc 
that tile supply and catalog houses in 
tho ('Ast are working, to the disadvant 
ago of tho m erchants of tho city. 
I ho 
largo 
num ber of catalogs sont out by 
these supply houses find their way to 
Brainerd in no small numbers. 
A t that 
timo it was stated 
that a man at tho 
shops was 
paid a certain am ount of 
money if ho would furnish the names of 
men at the shops so th a t the catalogs 


could bo sont them. 
T he proposition at the present 
w rit 
ing has assumed a m uch 
more danger­ 


ous proportion thnn the mere d istrib u ­ 
tion of catalogs and there is no telling 
w hat the result may bo. 
These houses, 
ever alert for business, have secured 
agents in this city to form clubs and 
men who are working on salaries are in ­ 
duced to join the club and pay into its 
exchequer so much a 
m onth. 
For this 
compensation he receives his groceries, 


meat and in fact everything that a man 


needs alm ost in his household. 
One of the big inducem ents held out 
in 
these catalogs now is the price for 


certain goods in the staple and grocery 
line, w hich have for years been handled 


by all grocers, but w hich have been con­ 
demned by the 
pure foot! commission. 
It is said that where a certain commo­ 


d ity is condemned by 
th is commision 
that the 
m anufacturer has found tho 
channel through 
w hich the goods can 
be b rought to the consum er through 
the m edium of the supply houses. These 
goods are sold to tho supply houses at a 
m inim um cost and are sent to those who 
are fools enough to buy them at a 
very 
low cost. 
One m erchant said today, " I 
have had customers who get everything 


under the sun for the household in this 
manner. 
A ll they buy of me are a few 
pounds of butter, some 
pickles or 
per­ 
haps a few ^dozen of eggs. 
They get 
this stuff that is condemned in this state 
by the pure food com mission and pay a 
low rate for it, chuckle in th eir sleeves 
th at they are showing tho local m er­ 
chant how to m anipulate things, and at 
the same time if they cam e into my 
store and ordered a dozen of eggs they 
would ask a clerk to hold up his right 
hand 
and swear before 
his A lm ig hty 
th at every egg was "not 
rotten. 
And 
this same jigger ten to one 
would ask 


for a standoff.'’ 
I t is said there is a clu b being organ­ 
ized w ith a mem bership of no less than 
two hundred members who will send 
aw ay 
for every conceivable thing to 


wear or eat.

According to tin* encyclopedia, the bag­ 
pipe is a wind instrument flu* Axed char­ 
acteristic of which has always been 
two or more reoil pipes attached to and 
sounded In a wind chest, or bag. which 
bag has in turn been supplied either by 
the lungs of the performer or by a bel­ 
lows. 'l'he original instrument was pre­ 
sumably the simple reed, or shepherd's 
pipe, which was well known to the 
Trojans. Egyptians, drecks and Un­ 
mans. But the strain of blowing these 
ancient pipes was so great Unit some 
g e n iu s conceived 11ii* Idea of having a 
re orve supply of wind In a ling attach­ 
ed to the pipes, and lienee the bagpipe. 
The first real Instrument Is believed to 
have been a skin of a goat or kid, with 
two pipes, through one of which the 
hag was Inflated, the other emitting the 
sound. 
In early times the bagpipe was com ­ 
mon In <treat Britain and abroad. 
At 
one time there were five different kinds 
known on the continent, some Inflated 
by the mouth and others by bellows, 
while in the British isles three kinds 
were known tin* great highland bag­ 
pipe, the lowland bagpipe of Scotland 
(which closely resembled the Northum­ 
brian) and tile Irish bagpipe. 
In the great highland bagpipe, which 
originally had but one drone, a valved 
tube leads from the mouth to an air 
tight bag. which has four other orifices, 
three large < nough to contain the base 
of three Axed long tulles, termed drones, 
aud another smaller, to which is fitted 
Mu* chantor. 
The three are thrown on 
id** shoulder, while the latter is held in 
tin* hands. 
All four pipes are Ailed 
with reeds, hut of different kinds. 
The 
drones are tuned by means of sliders, 
or movable joints, and this tuning or 
preparation for playing, which general­ 
ly occupies a few minutes of the piper’s 
time before be begins tho tune proper, 
is heard with Impatience by those not 
accustomed to the instrument. 
Indeed, 
it gave rise to the saying, applied In 
Scotland to those who waste time over 
small matters. “You are longer in tun­ 
ing your pipes than in playing your 
tune.” 
Tie* Scottish 
lowland bagpipe, like 
the Northumbrian pipe, was in two 
forms, one consisting of a smaller and 
milder toned edition of the highland in­ 
strument and the other a miniature of 
this and having the same relation to it 
as tin* fife has to a German band. 
Its 
great, drawback, from the point of view” 
of the devotees of the highland bagpipe, 
Is that It is unsuited to perform what 
they consider the perfection of pipe mu­ 
sic—tho pibroch. 
TI)esc small pipes 
were, howeve", goutier than the high 
land, having tin* sam e tone, but less 
sonorous. 
It w as to the strains of such 
n bag’*ipe flint Chaucer tells us tho com­ 
pany of pilgrims left London, and It is 
the same instrument that ii alluded to 
In Shakespeare as the Lincolnshire bag­ 
pipe. 
The Irish bagpipe is the Instrument in 
its most elaborate f > rn and is supplied 
with wind by a bellows. 
The drones 
are ail fixed on one stock and have 
keys which are played by tile wrist of 
the right hand. 
The reeds are soft and 
the tones very sweet and melodious, 
and there is a harmonious bass which 
Is very effective iii the hands of a good 
player. 
The Irish instrument is fast 
dying out. 
The bagpipe, though at one time fair­ 
ly comm rn, never obtaii «*d a firm hold 
in England. 
It lost favor and gradual­ 
ly deteriorated until it is now practi­ 
cally extinct. 
The average English­ 
man 
neither appreciates nor under­ 
stands it. 
A fam ous poet irreverently 
once com (Kl red its notes to “the shrill 
screech of a 
lame goose caught Iii 
corn,” w 
Ie another heretic writer lik­ 
ens its sound to a “horrible, noisy, mad 
Irishman” or to the cries of tin* “eter­ 
nally tormented.” 
To the Irish people 
it appeals more strongly. 
They still 
possess in a degree the feeling of at­ 
tachment to the bagpipe which is so 
general among Scotsmen. 
But it is 
undoubtedly 
more closely associated 
wit ii Scotland, both in tin* highlands 
and 
lowlands, 
than 
with any other 
country, the particular instrument in 
use being the great highland bagpipe, 
which, as already explained, consists 
of 
three drones, 
including the 
big 
drone, which was added about tin* be­ 
ginning of the last century. 
It is this 
typo which has gradually superseded 
the lowland* pipe. 
There is no doubt 
that the bagpipe was in use In Scot­ 
land from ti very early period, aud It 
is In Scotland that It has been brought 
to the highest degree of perfection. Its 
music distinctly connects it with Scot­ 
land, as is d ear in the pibroch, the 
strathspey, the reel, the march and 
other 
popular 
melodies. 
There 
are 
proofs flint tile instrument w as culti­ 
vated 
in 
Scotland 
certainly 
In 
the 
twelfth century and of its universal 
popularity tis early as the fifteenth cen­ 
tury, while in the seventeenth century 
nearly every town In the highlands and 
lowlands boasted of its piper.

who is at tin* head of the 
hellenic. 
but 
will 
be 
distributed 
throughout 
tile state wherever their 
services arc tied od by flu* farmers, says 
a special dispatch from Richmond, Va., 
to the St. Louis I’ost-ldspateh. 
The farmers of Virginia heretofore 
have depended a lm o s t exclusively upon 
tin* negro labor, but this class of help 
has in recent y e a r s become both un 
desirable and hard to obtain. 
Many of 
the negr >es will not work at all during 
the summer mouths, and many others 
are leaving the state for the coal mines 
of West Virginia and Pennsylvania. 
If is only within tile last few weeks 
that 
Commissioner 
Kolner's 
scheme 
has taken tangible shape. 
Ile says that 
immigration in Virginia must be en­ 
couraged or that agricultural pursuits 
must go to the wall for want of labor 
to work the farms. 
A bill asking for an appropriation of 
$10,0(10 will be offered at the approach­ 
ing session of the legislature to employ 
agents to la* sent not only Into Great 
Britain, but also to Norway, Sweden 
and Germany, for the purpose of en­ 
couraging 
Immigration 
to 
Virginia. 
That bill is also the result of the ef­ 
forts of Commissioner Kohler. 
The commissioner believes that with 
the appropriation the plan he has for­ 
mulate I will bring at least 30,000 or 
40.0<K> ablebodied men from the slums 
of Loudon to the farms of Virginia. 
The agents to be sent abroad will se­ 
lect only the best laborers available. 
Where it is necessary tin* men will be 
given stem ship and railway tickets. 
(ho e >st of which will be collected from 
them after t‘ t v have settled In Vir­ 
ginia. 
The «• * rn *1 * i - .-donor proposes to estab­ 
lish a bureau iii ins department which 
will act es ; ;i employment, agency be­ 
t w e e n tile farmers in need of hands and 
tile immigrants. 
Mr. Kohler has submitted Ids plans 
to the lord mayor of London and that 
official has written to I*. A. S. Brine, 
British vice consul at Richmond, on the 
subject. 
Commissioner Kohler h o p e s 
to secure tile co-operation of foreign 
officials In the work.

It w as Dr. Har­ 
per’s wish, expressed to Major II. A. 
Rust, that he lie burled in or near the 
college campus. 
The funds necessary to erect the pro­ 
posed memorial chapel are to be raised 
by voluntary contribution. 
The faculty. 
which consists of 328 members, will 
furnish the nucleus, and the alumni, 
students and general public, it is ex ­ 
pected. will furnish the balance. 
No 
money will be solicited. It Is believed 
that if it Is definitely decided a chapel 
is a fitting memorial funds will pour In 
from all parts of the country.
